TAX DODGING. 
The Princeton 
Republican 
gave 
warning before the election last fall 
tha t the sole object of the rich people 
of Chicago in having the people vote 
for a constitutional amendment 
so 
tha t city could have a new charter 
was a mere pretext, the real object be­ 
ing really a scheme to 
mak e 
the 
people of the state pay a large part 
of Chicago’s state taxes. I t was a tax 
dodging scheme from start to finish, 
for the benefit Qf Chicago, and the 
Republican now gives evidence ln the 
movements of Chicago “statesm en” 
a t Springfield that our neighboring 
editor, Mr. Bailey, was correct in his 
surmises. I t look s as though the peo­ 
ple of the state have been fiim-flam­ 
med by Chicago’s leading citizens. 
Now instead of urging a new charter 
for Chicago, the Chicago men have 
pushed through only one provision 
and that is the one tha t the Republi­ 
can mentioned, one for the evasion of 
a part of the state taxes. 
The Chi­ 
cago people have cooled off on all the 
rest of the proposed charter subjects 
save the movement to secure a lot 
more judges a t the state’s expense and 
the one about revenue. 
Instead of 
providing city judges under the state

Chicago wants a new law 
tha t will affect tha t city alone, and 
one in which the state will pay the 
salaries of the judges and large ones 
at that. Out of the whole mess of 
charter reforms, only these two pre­ 
visions appear to be in any shape be­ 
fore the legislature.

While Emperor Nicholas, whose word 
is final, still declines to abandon the 
prosecution of the war, and the gov ­ 
ernm ent maintains its ability to con­ 
tinue the conflict, the Associated Press 
is in a position to state that power 
ful influences, including sev eral of the 
emperor’s own 
ministers, are 
now 
strongly urging that the time has come 
to indicate to Japan Russia’s desire 
for peace 
upon a reasonable 
basis. 
Should Japan then attem pt to impose 
too onerous conditions these influences 
argue that, in v iew of the univ ersal 
wish to see the bloody conflict ended, 
Russia’s position will be strengthened 
abroad by the alienation of sympathy 
from Japan and the situation at home 
improv ed when the nation is made to 
understand that the emperor’s pacific 
proposals hav e been met with impossi­ 
ble terms. 


O .a r's M inis te r Cliv es H is V iew. 
One of the emperor's ministers in a 
conv ersation with the Associated Press 
said: 
“We hav e suffered bitter defeat 
on land and sea. 
We can, howev er, 
still continue the war. But l>oth coun­ 
tries hav e suffered great losses in 
blood and treasure, and it would only 
profit the riv als of both were we to 
fight 011 until one or the other is ex­ 
hausted. 
Russia has had a hard task 
fighting the war against such adv er­ 
saries, <>,000 miles from home, and I 
contend that she can make a dignified 
peace without glory, but not without 
honor. 
As the v ictor on land and sea 
Japan can afford to remember, as Bis­ 
marck did ut the conclusion of the 
Austro-Prussian war. that two coun­ 
tries which must liv e through the long 
future as neighbors may need each 
other's friendship.

Clev eland, March 20.—In order to 
hasten the return of her husband from 
Erie, Pa., Mrs. Patrick Kinsella, of 
Clev eland, sent him a false message, 
which resulted in his death. 
Ktnsella 
receiv ed a telegram from his wife an 
nouncing the death of his closest 
friend. 
Finding that it would be some time 
before he could get a passenger train 
to Clev eland lie decided to board a 
freight train on the 
L a ke Shore and 
Michigan Southern railway. The train 
was about two miles east of Girard 
when in sonu» unknown manner Kin- 
sella fell under the wheels and was 
ground to death. 


Charleston, W. Va„ March 200.—As 
the result of a horrible explosion in 
the Rush Run and Red Ash mines, 
near Thurmond, tw enty-four men. now 
lie stark in death in the two mines. 
Ten of these were killed in an explo­ 
sion Saturday night, and 
the other 
fourteen were a rescuing party who 
eiitoml the mine to lake 
from the 
drifts the charred and blackened re­ 
mains of their fellow- workmen. These 
latter were kill<*d by a second explo­ 
sion and tli« * after-damp. 
Tin* first 
explosion seemed to shake the founda­ 
tions of the mountains, and the angry 
twin flash from the two neighboring 
drift-mouths lighted up the heav ens 
for miles around. Soon from the min­ 
ing v illages for sev eral miles up and 
down the riv er hundreds of people 
rushed to the scene of the dreadful 
disaster.
